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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
Group I, claims 1-15, drawn to an apparatus/process/method for calculating and 

displaying 3D seismic classification features (paragraph [0049]). 

Group II, claims 16-23, drawn to an apparatus for locating an underground structure 

(paragraph [0053]). 

Group IE, claims 24 and 42-43, drawn to a method/program storage device/computer 
program product for generating a map displaying a set of geologic characteristics (paragraph 
[0054]). 

Group IV, claims 25-33, drawn to a method of developing a cardinality transformation 
(paragraph [0055]). 

Group V, claims 34-41, drawn to a method of data fusion (paragraphs [0057] and 
[0058]). 

Group VI, claims 44-67, drawn to an apparatus for mining underground structure 
(paragraph [0061]). 

The species are independent or distinct because the inventions require a different field of 
search (see MPEP § 808.02), and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, none is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
